‘SOVIET AND CHINA : MASTER CHARGED 


“Negotiations ° Still 
Progressing 
JAPAN'S ATTITUDE 


: ' Nanking, Saturday. 
» Interviewed by Pressmen Dr. CG. T. 
Wang stated that the preliminary nego- 
tiations between the Soviet and the 
Three Eastern Provinces’ representa- 
tives were reported to be progressing 
according to the National Govornment’s 
instructions. 

The Sqviet Tasa Agency's version of 
on alleged understanding having been 
reached is premature since the local 
suthorities have not submitted a report 
thereon to the National Government. 

In view of the Sovict’s repeated 
hostilities the Kellogg Pact signatories 
have considered it advisable to remind 
China and Russia to settle the con- 
troversy by pacific means. 

Dr. Wang has ‘expressed disappoint- 
ment at the newspaper report that 
Japon has refused to associate herself 
with Great Britain, America, France, 
Italy and other signatories. If tho 
report is true the Japanese attitude, 
coupled with Mr. Saburi’a sudden 
death would appear all the more mys- 
terious. f 

An international conference for the 
reorganisation of Shanghai's so-called 
Provisional Court will be open in Nan- 
king on December 9.—Canton News

PERNICIOUS FILMS - 


WOMAN MAGISTRATE’S PLEA 
FOR CLOSER SCRUTINY 


REMARKS RESENTED 


When the need for a_ close 
scrutiny of films shown jn cinemas 
throughout the country was urged 
at the Liverpool Magistrates’ 
quarterly meeting by Mra. Stewart 
Brown, a magistrate and president 
of the. Liverpool branch of -the 
National Council of Women, her 
remarks were criticised by other 
magistrates. 

Mrs, Brown said the National 
Council of Women’s conférence had 
criticised the pernicious character 


of many films shown and she waa: 


afraid Liverpool was no exception. 
Some young relatives of hers were 
taken to an apparently suitable 
cinema and those who took. them 
could hardly sit through the dis. 
tressing and unsuitable perform: 
ance, 

She hoped the committee of 
magistrates concerned would pay 
attention to films because of their 
extremely pernicious effect on 
young minds, Children who were 
not admitted without adults often 
asked adults whom they did not 
know to take them. 

Councillor W. A. 
said he was. in 
close scrutiny of 
they must not lose their 
sense of proportion. Actual life 
inside the city was much more dis- 
turbing to children than films. In 
the division he represented, eight 
and ten children were sleeping In 
one bed. Films might be doubtful 
but they dared not depict tha 
horrors of human life in Liverpool. 

Alderman Luke Hogan protested 
against cinema proprietors being 
maligned by Mrs, Brown. 

Alderman Richard Rutherford, 
chairman of the Theatres Commit- 
tee said that during the past year 
the committee had had no complaint 
whatever from the public. When 
any film had not passed the British 
Board of Censors, the magistrates 
saw it and they had turned many 
films down. Any member of the 
public complaining to the commits 
tee would be heard and could, on 
request, have his name suppressed, 
Film proprietora in’ Liverpool some- 
times thought the magistrates too 
drastic. a . 

Alderman Thomas Dowd, an ex 
Lord Mayor, also objected to thd 
reflection, on the cinemas, and Mrs, 
James Rudolf, another magistrate, 
said Mra. Brown's remarks wera 
“Inconsistent with the mentality of 
a magistrate.” <4 ‘

Mr, G. W. Coysh, Deputy Shipping 
Master prosecuted. The defendant 
Was represented by Mr. E. Davidson. 


“Not Guilty” Plea . 


The defendant entered a plea of “not 
guilty” to all charges, 

Tn ‘evidence Mr, Coysh said Harold 
Vittel King was signed on the articles 
of the ss. “Kwai Sang,” os second 
engineer on March 28, 1020, Tho 
iarticles were signed on board the ship 
while In Hong Kong harbour. Tho 
articles should expire on Septomber 9, 
but on July 24, the defendant dig. 
missed Harold V, King on .-, . 

j ills Worship:—How do you know 
that? , 5 

Mr, Coysh:—Thme is an entry in tho 
official. log, which I now produce, to 
the effect that Harold V, King, when 
being spuken to by the Chief Engincor 
In my Presence, appeared to be 
under the influence ‘of Hquor. When 
asked about it, he (H. V. King) ad. 
mitted that it was truc, At 11.10 a.m, 
the same day, the defendant dismissed 
King for insobriety, That was on July 


_ Insobriety 

An entry war put on tho articles by 
defendant. at the time when King 
sigred off, stating tant King had heen 
dismicacd for inzobrivty. ‘The articles 
were signed off by the defendant and 
not by an offiial cf the Mercantila 
Marine, Office. ar 

The “Kwai Sang” lett Hong Kong 
according to the official log, on July 
24 at 1.34 am. King was left behind, 
and witness added that he had seoi 
me aes pecan 

gain according to ‘the official lo; 
book, witness sid that Albert Duna 
was signed on by defendant as second 
engineer. The articles were signed at 
sea ot 3.24 p.m. on July 24, Thera 
were no official counter’ signatures on 
the articles. Later witness corrected 
himself and said that therc was a 
counter signature by the British Consul 
at Shanghai. No report, however, was 
recolved at the Mercantile Maripa Office 
at Hong Kong. . é * 

Severe Examination 

Mr. Coysh was then subjected to 
& severe crogs-examination by the 
solicitor for the defence, Witness 
said that even ff King, tho dia- 
charged engineer, had been brought 
to the Mercantile Marine Office on 
that day—July 24—for the purpose 
of being signed off, he would not 
have done ft. “Not even if the man 
was being dismissed for sin. 
sobriety,” he added, * : 

Mr. Coysh then explained that no 
Seaman could be signed off for in- 
sobriety during the currency of his 
articles,. unless the! order came 
direct from the Marine Court. 

Mr,-Davidson asked witness if 
he knew that King was dismissed 
by'the defendant on the instructions 
of the owners. Mr. Coysh sald that 
he had no knowledge of what took 
place’ between the defendant and 
hie employers. : 

: New Man Signed On 

Asked to.déscribe the procedure 
in his office, Mr. Coysh .aafd' that, 
‘on arrival of a veussel, the offictal 
log book of that yessel,. together 
with the articles of the crew, were 
examined by him. In the course 
of this ‘routine work he “ noticed 
that King had been dismissed be- 
fore his: articles had ‘rin out, and 
also that 2 new man had been sign: 
‘ed on while the vessel was at aed. * 

Mr. Davidson! “Why. wexe not 
Proceedings. taken“ against’ the 
master at that time? »" : 

‘Mr.S-Coyshi: ".'Theré’ was" “'no 
necessity for so doing at that time, 
i thought it would bo better to wait 
antil King becaiie a destitute. and 
became chargeable-to the Coloriy.

Mr. Davidson: I know all about 
the letters. But do you think it is

His Worship said that he waa not 
at all sure whether the chargea 
against the defendant were criminal 
ones. He should be sorry if‘ all 
masters brought before-him thought 
that they were charged with a 
criminal offence... 

Serious Enough 

Mr. Davidson pointed out that 
the section under which the defen- 
dant was charged liables him to a 


term of imprisonment not exceed-’ 


ing six'months, and he considered 
that serious enough. . 

My. Davidson further put to Mr. 
Coysh that if the owners had paid 
a sum of money for the purpose of 


irepatriating the man King, the mat. 


ter would. have énded there, 

Mr. Coysh anid that he could not 
give an answer. 

Crosa-examined further, witness 
said that he knew that King came 
out from Home in 1925, and had 
since been sailing from Hong Kong. 

His Return Port 

Mr. Davidson: So Hong Kong 
has become his return port?—Yea. 

Mr, Davidson: And yet the Har- 
bour Department is asking for his 


repatriation?—Because his articles : 


wore still in force. 

Mr. Davidson: You will agreo 
with me that the offence committed 
by the defendant {s only a technical 
one?—No, it is very serious. In 
fact it ia the first one {n 80 years. 

, Questioned further, witness at 
first said that a master waa entitled 
to sign on a man in substitution of 
another man fn case of desertion or 
death, and also in certain other cir- 
cumstances, Later, ho sald that a 
master was in no circumstances al- 
lowed to sign on a man without re- 
ferring to the Harbour Master, - 
Improper Conduct , ‘ 

Mr. Davidson: You have just satd 
that the matter was a very serious 
one. And that was the reason, I 
suppose, that you waited five months 
before taking proceedings—just to 
wait for King to become chargeable 
to the Colony and whan the Police 
would want money to send him 
Home? I put it to you that your 
conduct is most improper—No, I 
never knew the man King at all. 

His Worship asked witness why 
had he condoned: the offence. 

Mr. Coysh explained that in re- 
gard to the charge of taking on a 
new man, the articles were signed 
at sea. Later, when the vessel call- 
ed at Shanghal, an endorsement was 
put on the articles by the Consul 
there. It was his practice never to 
Interfere with cotinter-signatures 
put on by a foreign consul. 

Passed the Articles 

His Worship. pointed out to wit- 
ness that in other ‘words he had 
passed the articles, : 


At this stage His Worship said 


\that the case was very complicated 
and not at all clear to him. . While 
he was rather conversant with the 
Shipping Act, he was, nevertheless 
not a trained lawyer. He would 
therefore like to consult the Crown 
legal officer about it, :

The ship is, simply a floating 
carriage for heavy ‘artillery, té 
you go on board “Nelson” 
or “Rodney”, ‘which are over 
T00ft. long, you will find 
half the deck space occupled 
by the 16in, turrets. To take these 
nine’ monster guns to sea on a 
stable, mobile and well-protected 
platform it was necessary to build 
18 ship of 35,000 tonsa. 

Not so very long ago the Ad- 
miralty was thinking of building, 

and but. for the Washington Con- 
lsarenue would have built, battle 
Bhips of 48,000 tons, armed with 
eight 18in. guns. In other words, 
6,000 tona of platform had to be 
‘provided for every gun, A few 
18in. guns were actually made dur- 
ing the war, and at least one of 
them mounted in a monitor, fired 
at the German positions in 
Flanders. - ; 

As the projectile weighed 114 
tona, the effect of a direct hit may 
be imagined. 

Although figures convey little, a 
few details of “Nelson's” 16in, guns 
may give some idea of their 
tremendous power.

In length, weighs 103% 
tons unmounted, and is loaded with 

1 G6401b. -of. cordite behind a shell 
weighing 2,4611b.—that is, well over 
a ton. This ponderous missile 
leaves the muzzle at a velocity of 
nearly 3,000ft. per second, and, 
with the gun at maximum eleva- 
tion, would. reach a target 20 miles 
distant. ‘| Notwithstanding: the 
formidable weights of shell and 
cartridge, the. gun can be loaded 
twice a minute by the manipulation 
of. a fow levers. 
Awe-insplring Sight 

‘IT have seen. “Nelaon’ and 
“Rodney” firing rapid’ salvoes, 
ond: the spectacle is an 
awe-inspiring one, The whole 
ship seems to explode in 
orange-coloured flamo and tawny 
smoke, for although cordite is sup- 
posed to be smokeless it ia anything 
but that in reality. Befcre-the dun- 
‘coloured clouds have drifted away 
they are stabbed by other flashes, 
and when the range ia found salvo 
follows salvo with almost fabulous 
rapidity. ‘Deep rumblings fill the 
alr as the great projectiles speed 
on their way. They hit the water 
with a terrific smack that is eaally 
mistaken for an explosion, 

That sny ship, however large and 
well armoured, could survive even 
one or two blows from such 
thunderbolts seems unbellevable. 
Yet German ships at Jutland. wore

Japanese Elections 


PEEPARATIONS are being mada 
by. the Japanese for,2 general 
election to be held in. February: next, 
as itis almost certain that the forth-

shells had effect. ‘ 

Loading the Monster 

Thanks to hydraulle and electric 
machinery the big gun can be work 
ed as rapidly as the medium calibro 
gun of thirty years: ago. 

A few days ago I saw an impress 
siye demonstration of modern gun 
nery from the interior of a turret 
in this battle cruiser. The turret 
contains two 97-ton 165in. guns, 
wkose mnssive breeches take up 
most of the space. Not more than 
a dozen men are visible. The tur. 
ret officer stands on a narrow gangs 
way between the guns, or sits {n 
his little cabinet at the rear, look« 
Ing through a periscope. At tha 
order “Load” a lever is pulled over, 
the breech of the gun swings open 
silently, and you peer into s yawn- 
ing cavity. Up from’ the depthg, . 
with a rattle and a’ crash, comes 
the loading cage, containing on ono 
shelf the 1,920Ib. projectile, and on 
other shelves the cordite charges 
in silk bags, : 

As the shell comes level with the 
open breech a chain rammer shoots 
out like a striking cobra, and with 
one tremendous thrust drives the 
shell far Into the-gun. The ram- 
mer retracts, the loading cage dropa 
down one stage, and then the ram. 
mer shoots forth again to drive 
home the first cordite charge, In 
much less time than it takes to | 
describe the operation {s complet- 
ed, thé breech block swings back, 
and the’ gun {s loaded,
